The contention of the roads is that 
the rates were raised while the roads 
were under federal control and that the

Cannot Nullify State Law. 


The commission took the position 
that the recent passing of the roads 
from federal to private control and the 
repeal of the transportation act in ef- 
fect at that time brought the state 2 
cent law again into power. The com- 
mission contends that it lacks author- 
ity to nullify the state statute which 
oeeneany fixed the legal rate per 
mile. 

Should the commission rule the 2 
cent rate still in effect, the roads would

NO THOMPSON TAMMANY FOR 


ILLINOIS. 

Mayor Thompson assails Gov. Lowden’s war. 
record and in a letter to the governor informs 
him that “ patriotism is the last refuge of a scoun- 
drel.” Dr. Samuel Johnson has been a great com- 
fom to persons who were a trifle undemonstrative 
in their patriotism—a litg{le secretive and near in 
their devotion to country. 

The mayor's two principal objections to the gov- 
ernor’s war activities are that Mr. Lowden sent 
a regiment of soldiers to Chicago to prevent:the 
holding of a peace meeting which had been driven 
out of several states and which Nr. Thompson gave 
sanctuary in Chicago, and that Mr. Lowden visited 
the various camps where the boys were being 
trained and told them that their undertaking was 
noble. | 

Some of the soldiers who heard Gov. Lowden 
before they went to Europe may have heard from 
Mayor Thompson in France. They did if they 
happened to be where the German airplanes 
dropped copies of Mayor Thompson's speeches to 
prove to them that they were not fighting for the 
United States. 

The peace meeting, which the governor dis- 


“persed with soldiers whey the mayor was willing 


‘wanted it to be unable to win. 


to protect it with police, wished to declare that 
it was a mistake to fight and win the war. It was 
engineered by pacifists who wanted the United 
States to be unable to fight and Germans who 
It was intended 
to weaken the efforts of the United States and to 
make it harder for the men who fought. 

Mayor Thompson, who did not think it proper 
for the mayor of the sixth German city to invite 
Marshal Joffre of France here when we were at 
war on the side of France, did think it proper that 
the pacifists and Germans should gather here to 
denounce the war measures of the United States. 

When the mayor was hunting through his book 
of quotations for Dr. Johnson, he might have run 
on: 
“Breathes there a man with soul so dead 

‘Who never to himself hath said, 

This is my own, my native land! 

Whose heart hath ne’er within him burn’d 

As home his footsteps he hath turn'd 

From wandering on a foreign strand? 

If such there breathe, +: mark him well! 

For him no minstrel raptures swell; 

High though his titles, proud his name, 

Boundless his wealth as wish can claim,— 
_ Despite those titles, power and pelf, ® 

The wretch, concentered all in self, 

Living, shall forfeit fair renown, 
_ And, doubly dying, shall go down 

To the vile dust from whence he sprung, 

Unwept, unhonour’d, and unsung.” 


A NEW MURDER HATCHING. 


“Slippery Sonny” Dunn, fugitive from justice, 
sought by the. police and the state’s attorney’s 
office for months, has reappeared in Chicago with 
a gun in his hand and murder in his heart. Again 
he has disappeared and the authorities seem no 
nearer his lair. Objects of his enmity apparently 
have little difficulty in getting in Bis way. 

Are the police and the state’s attorney's detec- 
tives not objects of his enmity? If they are not, 
we suggest that they make themselves so. Then, 
perhaps, they might be able to find him. 

Witnesses of his brief reappearance say Dunn 
came back to defend himself against the plotting 
of the O'Brien and Murphy gangs. He has not 
thought. it necessary to defend himself against 
the state. He ignores the state. That indicates 
his comparative respect for the gang authority 


_ and the state authority. The former is a danger 


which justifies threats of murder. The latter ts 
nothing more tham a temporary inconvenience, 
slightly restricting his freedom. | 


It is a typical attitude of gangland. It will 


_ remain typical until the state shows itself as quick 


and sure in punishment as the gang. To do so in 
this case it must capture “Sonny” Dunn. His 


public gunplay of Saturday proves that a new 
murder is hatching. 


JUSTICE FOR POSTAL EMPLOYES. 


The Chicago postoffice employés-and tBe others 
throughout the country who are working to fhe 


_ Same end deserve support in their appeal] for pas- 


sage of laws providing for a civil service court of 
appeals. Support of this appeal is not only the 
part of justice but the part of wisdom. 

Popular opinion, we believe, is one with national 
administrative opinion in opposition to the right of 
postoffice employés to strike. If we deny them the 
right to strike we will be only just in providing 
a tribunal for the adjustment of their grievances. 
Without it we deny them not only the right to 
strike but the right to be heard. That, certainly, 
would be little better than slavery. 

The very fact that the postoffice employés are 
appealing, not for the right to strike, but for the 
right to a hearing, should be sufficient evidence to 
gtify confidence in their high character, They 
pve proved their loyalty and devotion to the serv- 
b under a heavy burden of bureaucratic regula- 


tion, insufficient salaries, and almost intolerable 


working conditions. Such character as they have 
proved is theirs will not be transformed into rad- 


- j¢alism by a law which will relieve the pressure 


upon them. 
On the contrary, we believe, such a law will 
intensify their devotion to the service and attract 


efficient recruits, who are not being attracted under 


the present restrictions. Without improvement in 
the present conditions, more of the capable and 

loya] men will be forcec out one by one into more 
attregtive fields, and the recruits will come trom

We have had considerable experience-in the last 
year with a deteriorating posta] service. We want 
it to grow better, not worse. The employés assert 
that a civil service court of appeals will mean 
an improvement.

COX MUST RENIG. 

It is a serious thing to find Gov. Cox in his 
speech of acceptance repeating a significant mis 
statement of facts which was Brat used in the 
Democratie national platform and afterwards ex- 
pose& The governor might have been misinformed 
if there had been no previous misuse of the facts, 
but inasmuch as there has been a refutation, Mr. 
Cox’s position is made the less innocent, 

The Democratic national platform said that 
Senator Lodge, senate leader for Republican res- 
ervations to the covenant, had written in an article 
printedein the December issue of the Forum, 1913, 
the following: 

“We cannot make peace except in company with 
our allies. It would brand us with everlasting dis- 
honor and bring ruin to us if we undertake to 
make a separate peace.” 

The Democratic platform used this quotation, 
giving December, 1918, as the date of the article, 
to substantiate a charge that the Republicans 
were animated by unpatriotic and dishonorable 
partisanship in opposing the covenant as it stood, 
and later in undertaking to make peace with Ger- 
many without adopting the covenant, 

If the leader of the Republicans had said that 
_we were dishonorable unless we made peace in 
company with our allies, which is by accepting the 
covenant, he and the Republicans knew they were 


effective one. 

Gov. Cox repeats it: 
Senator Lodge said, before the heat of controversy, 
that to make peace eacept in company with our 
allies would ‘brand us with everlasting dishonor 
and bring ruin to us.’” 

Senator Lodge’s article was not printed in the 
December number of the Forum, 1918. It was 
printed in the June number, 1918. It probably 
was written two %2r three months prior to that, 
but it was printed in June and not in December. 

In June we were at war. Russia had made a 
separate peace which might have ruined the allied 
cause. In June the last German offensive was 
being made, and the question Was whether the 
United States could get in with force sufficient to 
save the situation and prevent defeat. Then 
Lodge said that to make a separate peace. would 
brand us with everlasting dishonor. It was a 
truism. 

The Democrats in their platform statement 
changed the date of thig utterance. They gave 
it as December, after the armistice had been 
signed and after the victory had been won.

FAIR PRICE FOR COAL. 
[Ohio State Journal.] 

Soft coal is being sold to the state of Indiana for 
usein the state institutions at $2.95 for slack and $3.50 
for lump coal. These figures are most interesting at 
this time. They show what coal may be sold for 
and a reasonable profit secured for the producer. 
They put the stamp, of unreasonableness on many 
prices that have been quoted in other states. 

Private consumers will not be able to secure such 
low figures because they do not take so much as the 
state requires, and their contracts would not be con- 
tinuous, as is that of the state. But what shall be 
said of prices up to $15 per ton for soft coal that 
have been quoted? If coal may be sold at a profit to 
the state of Indiana for $3.50, what Is it but shame- 
less profiteering when consumers are facing prices 
four times that figure?

RS. MANN AND FOLSOM, two 
navy surgeons, have written a 
manual on foot eare and shoe fit- 
ting, in which they give the fol- 
lowing treatment for sweating feet: 

The feet are washed once ar twice a 
day in cold water, using a little high 
Grade toilet soap; socks are to he 
changed not less often than once a day.

@ 25 per cent solution of aluminum chlo- 
ride in distilled water.

CORN AND SOY BEANS

Extra Chlorine Used to 
Halt T yphoid. 


Health Commissioner Robertson is 
taking elaborate precautions to pre- 
vent an outbreak of typhoid fever 
within the next month in the district 
south of Forty-third street and west 
to the city limits, 

Analysis of the water at the crib 
intakes of both the Sixty-ighth street 
and Roseland pumping stations has re- 
sulted in orders that double doses of 
chlorine be used to render the water 
fit to drink. 

Heretofore a trace of colon in ten 
cubic centimeters of lake water has 
been sufficient to render it “ suspic- 
ious.” Even with the increased chlo- 
rine applications, recent analysis of as 
smal] a quantity as one-tenth of a cubic 
centimeter— about one drop— has 
shown the presence of colon in marked 
degrees. 

Dumping of refuse, taken from the 
bottoms of lake and Calumet river 
slips, within the eight mile limit, and 
contamination of the water .at the in- 
takes by sewage from the plants of the 
Illinois Steel company and Iroquois 
Iron company is believed by Commis- 
sioner Robertson to be the cause of the 
pollution. 

Officers of the Great Lakes Dredge 
and Dock company and the two steel 
concerns have been summoned to ap- 
pear before the commissioner at noon 
today. 

Meanwhile all residents south of 
Fortythird street are advised to boil, 
all water used for drinking. 

“While it is believed that the 
amount of chlorine now being applied 
is sufficient to safeguard the situation, 
it is advisable that this extra pre- 
caution be taken,” a bulletin issued by 
Dr. Robertson last night said.

Lowden for a special session of the 
legislature to give Chicago power to 
name such a commission,” the alder- 
man said yesterday. “I will get the 
necessary aldermen to sign the request 
for the call tomorrow. A recent 
enactment of the Wisconsin state legis- 
lature giving power to deal with rent 
profiteers to the state railway commis- 
gion would be a model for Chicago.” 

Under the Wisconsin act if a landlord 
collects more rent than allowed by the 
commission action may be commenced 
in the courts to recover double the 
amount of the excess, the excess to be 
paid to the tenant and the remainder to
